The 
method of applying this is to hold 
the bird by the feet, head down, and 
dust the sulphur freely Into the fea- 
thers, using either a small {nsect- 
powder gun or a can with a perfor- 
ated cover. Pyrethrum may be used 
in the same way. Neither of these 
remediew=will thoroughly and_per- 
mManently rid poultry of lice. When 
they are used treatment must be re- 
peated at more or leas frequent inter- 
vals, as may appear necessary. 

By using commercial sodium fuor- 
id in the form of powder, or as a dip, 
all species of poultry lice may be 
destroyed at one application. As the
